NDP unveils trust to buy, 
preserve community land

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil voiced his support 
for the Africville Interpre¬ 
tive Centre at Seaview 
Park in Halifax yesterday. 

The centre would show¬ 
case the vibrant and con¬ 
troversial history of 
Africville, but would also 
tie-in to other important 
aspects of local history, 
such as the Halifax Explo¬ 
sion and the world wars. 

He said his party would 
commit $2.2 million over 
four years to the project. 

Irvine Carvery, president 
of the Africville Genealogy 
Society, said the Liberals 
are the latest party to say 
they would commit to the 
project. He said the NDP 
originally supported it, fol¬ 
lowed by the Progressive 
Conservatives. 

Carvery said he was ex¬ 
cited to see all three par¬ 
ties support the centre. 

“It’s going to create jobs 
for people,” he said. “It’s 
going to tell the history of 
the community; it’ll safe¬ 
guard the culture and the 
heritage of Africville.” 


Along with the centre, 
the Seaview African Bap¬ 
tist Church will be rebuilt 
in its original location 
with the same design. 

The community of 
Africville was demolished 
in the late 1960s so the 
construction of the A. Mur¬ 


ray MacKay Bridge to take 
place, but before that it 
was a community entirely 
populated by African her¬ 
itage families, and some 
people in Halifax still con¬ 
sider it home, Carvery 
said. 

Carvery said he is “apo¬ 


litical” and would not en¬ 
dorse any party leader, but 
was encouraged to see that 
all parties consider it a 
matter of importance for 
the centre and church to 
be built. 

McNeil said “it’s just a 
matter of the other gov-

Major parties score 
low grades in health

The Nova Scotia Citizens’ 
Healthcare Network is re¬ 
leasing its election report 
card today and has given 
each of the three major 
political parties a near fail¬ 
ing grade. 

The release obtained 
yesterday by Metro Halifax 
shows the group gave the 
Progressive Conservatives, 
Liberals, and NDP each a 
D. The Green Party came 
out just ahead with a C-mi- 
nus. 

The network is a coali¬ 
tion of community groups 
whose goal is to prevent 
the privatization of health 
care. 

They assigned the 
grades according to how 
each party’s health-care 
platform lined up with 
policy recommendations 
made by the group over 
the past year. 

These recommendations 
address issues such as ER 


closures, health-care priva¬ 
tization and a lack of 
spending on infrastructure 

Kyle Buott, the group’s 
provincial co-ordinator, 
said the parties scored low 
because of their stance on 
ER closures and health¬ 
care privatization, which 
Buott feels are among the 
most important issues. 

“None of the parties did 
very well ... because none 
of the parties (other than 
the Greens) actually open¬ 
ly said they supported 
public health care,” Buott 
said. 

“None of the parties 
have a clear plan (to deal 
with ER closures).” 

Buott said the Greens 
stood out because they 
seem to favour transform¬ 
ing the health-care system 
on a fundamental level. 
But they didn’t stand out 
by much, he added. 

“We certainly have a lot 
of concerns that they did¬ 
n’t cost out their platform 
adequately,” Buott said of 
the Greens.

Union of Public Employees 
is working to get the Nova 
Scotia NDP elected, spark¬ 
ing accusations by the par¬ 
ty’s political rivals. 

Last week in a website 
release CUPE announced it 
was “pulling out all the 
stops” to get the NDP elect¬ 
ed. The release said sever¬ 
al activists are booked off 
to work on the campaign, 
lobbying through phone 
calls, direct mail and pre¬ 


sentations to local unions. 

The Liberals jumped on 
the news, saying the NDP 
would be at the whim of 
unions if elected. 

“One can only imagine 
the degree of influence on 
an NDP government given 


the fact that ‘they’ will be 
electing the NDP to gov¬ 
ernment,” Liberal MLA 
Michel Samson said. 

The NDP replied Friday 
that they have the highest 
percentage of funds from 
individual donations (86 


per cent) compared to the 
Liberals (68 per cent) and 
Conservatives (54 per cent). 

“The fact of the matter is 
that the NDP proposed a 
total ban on corporate and 
labour contributions to po¬ 
litical parties, and it was 
Michel Samson and his Lib¬ 
eral party that supported 
the current Conservative 
system. It’s laughable if 
anything,” said NDP cam¬ 
paign director Matt Hebb.

Abortion doctor shot 
to death at church 


A Kansas doctor who was 
a controversial provider of 
so-called “late-term” abor¬ 
tions was shot and killed 
at his church yesterday, lo¬ 
cal media reported. 

The Wichita Eagle news¬ 
paper reported that 67-year- 
old George Tiller, a long¬ 
time target of anti-abortion 
activists, was shot to death 
as he walked into services at 
at Reformation Lutheran 
Church. Police are search¬ 
ing for a white male who 


fled the scene after shoot¬ 
ing Tiller with a handgun, 
local media reported. 

Tiller’s clinic in Wichita 
has been the site of mass 
protests by anti-abortion 
groups and was bombed in 
1985. Tiller was shot and 
wounded by an abortion op¬ 
ponent in 1993. 

Abortions are generally 
considered late-term when 
they are performed after 
the 20th week of gestation 
on fetuses potentially old 


enough to survive outside 
the womb. 

Anti-abortion group Oper¬ 
ation Rescue said it was 
shocked by the news. 

“We denounce vigilan- 
tism and the cowardly act 
that took place this morn¬ 
ing. We pray for Mr. Tiller’s 
family that they will find 
comfort and healing that 
can only be found in Jesus 
Christ,” the group said in a 
statement on its website.

environment Scientists 
asked people around the 
world today to help compile 
an Internet-based observa¬ 
tory of life on Earth as a 
guide to everything from 
the impact of climate 
change on wildlife to pests 
that can damage crops.

Air quality index heralds summer

S ummer is coming. 
It is the season of 
barbecues, canoes, 
lawnmowers, roller- 
blades, swimming 
and sunning. It is also the 
season where weather fore¬ 
casters stop giving us the 
wind chill factor and start 
giving us the air quality in¬ 
dex. What is the air quality 
index? What causes the air 
quality to decline on some 
days in the summer? What 
does it mean to us? 


The air quality index in 
most areas is based on lev¬ 
els of common air pollu¬ 
tants, typically sulfur diox¬ 
ide, ozone, nitrogen diox¬ 
ide, total reduced sulfur 
compounds, carbon mon¬ 
oxide and fine particulate 
matter. 

Sulfur dioxide comes 
mostly from smelters and 
from electricity generation. 
It can cause breathing 
problems and respiratory 
illnesses. 

Ozone in the ozone layer 
is a good thing, but at 
ground surface it is a major 
component of smog. 
Ozone is not emitted by 
any industries, rather it 
forms from a reaction be¬ 
tween nitrogen oxides and 
volatile organic com¬ 
pounds (often solvents). 
Ozone irritates the respira- 
toiy tract and eyes. 


Nitrogen dioxide comes 
mostly from emissions 
from vehicles. 

Reduced sulfur com¬ 
pounds are compounds 
that create a rotten egg or 
cabbage smell. They come 
mostly from the pulp and 
paper or steel industries. 
These compounds are not 
considered a health hazard 
but their strong odour gets 
them into the air quality in¬ 
dex. 

Carbon monoxide is an 
odourless poisonous gas 
that is produced through 
the burning of fossil fuels. 
Most of the carbon monox¬ 
ide in the atmosphere 
comes from vehicles. 

Particulate matter 
includes 
aerosols, 
smoke, fumes, 
dust, ash and 
pollen. Most 


particulate matter in the ' 
atmosphere is from com¬ 
bustion (vehicles, power 
generation and other 
burning).

So why is all this 
. worse in the sum- 
1 mer time? 

There are two rea¬ 
sons for this. 

One is that the re¬ 
action that forms 
ozone takes place on¬ 
ly in the presence of 
f sunlight. The more sun¬ 
light, the more ozone 
is formed. And 
there is just more 
sunshine in the summer. 
The other reason is that 


stagnant air masses are 
more likely to develop in 
summer. 

Contaminants produced 
in dense population cen¬ 
tres hangs over those cen¬ 
tres rather than being 
blown away. 

So what can we do to 
make the air we breathe 
better? Many of the im¬ 
pacts come from vehicles, 
so driving better-tuned cars 
or driving less, carpooling 
and avoiding the use of gas- 
powered lawn mowers can 
all help. 

Electricity generation is 
another culprit so the less 
electricity we use, the less 
they have to generate 
which means less air pollu¬ 
tion.

Loonie on the rise 

Dollar has grown 9.5% since end of April: Data 


The Canadian dollar 
roared ahead again last 
Friday, firing on all 
cylinders as the greenback 
retreated, crude oil prices 
climbed and blue-chip 
stocks rallied in New York. 

By the time the dust set¬ 
tled, the loonie had gained 
1.9 cents US to $91.60 
cents. The currency has 
risen by 9.5 per cent since 
April 30, the most since at 
least October 1950, accord¬ 
ing to Bloomberg data. 

“I think the biggest driv¬ 
er is extreme U.S. dollar 
weakness that we are see¬ 
ing across currencies,” said 
Camilla Sutton, a currency 
strategist at Scotia Capital. 

“Sentiment has turned 
against the U.S. dollar. The 
positive U.S. dollar flows 
that we were seeing earlier 
this year and the fall of last 
year have essentially disap-

peared as risk aversion has 
come back down to more 
normal levels.” 

As the U.S. dollar moves 
back to its pre-fmancial cri¬ 
sis levels, it is rapidly los¬ 
ing ground against the 
loonie, the Australian dol¬ 
lar, the euro and other for¬ 
eign currencies. 

For its part, the loonie’s 
climb is also being but¬ 
tressed by a fresh surge in 
crude oil prices. On Friday, 


light sweet crude for May 
deliveiy rose $1.23 to 
$66.31 on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. 

And while Canada’s 
benchmark stock index 
closed slightly lower, 
American markets contin¬ 
ued their rally. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
gained 96.53 points to 
8,500.33, while the Nasdaq 
moved 22.54 points higher 
to 1,774.33. 

Analysts said those gains 
signal increased optimism 
about the global economy 
— bullish sentiment that 
bodes well for petro-cur- 
rencies such as the loonie. 
If those trends continue, 
the it could easily hit 93 
cents in the coming weeks, 
said George Davis, chief 
foreign exchange strategist 
with RBC Capital Markets.

Bankruptcy plans 
finalized for GM 


auto General Motors Corp. 
and the U.S. government fi¬ 
nalized plans yesterday for 
the battered automaker to 
reorganize, as a majority of 
debtholders helped clear 
the way to a massive bank¬ 
ruptcy filing expected to¬ 
day. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama is expected today 
to publicly discuss GM’s 
next steps as the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment prepares to as¬ 
sume more than two- 
thirds control of the com¬ 
pany in exchange for tens 
of billions of dollars in as¬ 
sistance. 

Since last week, GM has 
been racing to complete a 


series of last-minute deals 
intended to help speed its 
way through a fast-track 
bankruptcy that would see 
it emerge under the major¬ 
ity ownership of the U.S. 
government. 

Bondholders have been 
one of the last pieces to fall 
into GM’s complicated 
bankruptcy puzzle under 
the direction of the autos 
task force. Investors repre¬ 
senting about 54 per cent 
of GM’s $27.2 billion US of 
bonds have indicated sup¬ 
port for a U.S. Treasury- 
brokered swap of debt for 
equity that could help 
speed GM’s way through 
bankruptcy. reuters

Nadal eliminated in French Open shocker

A disbelieving crowd 
watched in fascination as 
the 22-year-old was finally 
brought to his knees when 


his attempt at an angled 
volley looped wide. 

As Soderling sealed the 
champion’s fate, the 23rd 
seed stretched his arms 
wide open to lap up the ap¬ 
plause from the hollering 
fans before hurling his 
racket high into the stands. 

On the other side of the 
net, a forlorn Nadal was 
left to digest his first defeat 
in 32 matches at the clay- 
court major. 

“This is not a tragedy, los¬ 
ing here in Paris. It had to 
happen one day,” said 
Nadal, who had not lost a 
set here since the 2007 fi¬ 
nal against Roger Federer.

arry Lumsden is 
86 and has been 
formally retired 
for more than 
20 years. But he 


can still wrestle a trum¬ 
peter swan almost as fast 
as his daughter. 

Don’t worry, he doesn’t 
wrestle them for fun or 
sport. It’s to tag the large 
birds so they can be count¬ 
ed and tracked. 

Lumsden grew up in 
Scotland and always loved 
animals. He visited Canada 
during the Second World 
War when he was a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Air Force. 
He liked the country and 


was offered a job with the 
Ontario Ministry of Natu¬ 
ral Resources in 1948. 
“They couldn’t get any bi¬ 
ologist from universities, 
there were no graduates 
after the war. They took a 
gamble on me,” he says. 

In the 40 years he spent 
with the ministry as a re¬ 
search scientist, Lumsden 
worked with geese, ducks, 
grouse and deer. In 1982, 
while working out of a re¬ 


search station in Maple, 
Ont., Lumsden and his col¬ 
leagues were assigned the 
task of bringing trumpeter 
swans back to the 
province. 

Trumpeter swans are the 
largest waterfowl in the 
world (smaller mute swans 
are much more common: 
they have an orange beak 
with a knob on it while 
trumpeters have a black 
one) and they had been

heavily hunted in Ontario 
since the 1700s. The very 
last one was shot at Long 
Point in 1886. “A part of 
our heritage was de¬ 
stroyed,” says Lumsden. 

To start, Lumsden got 
eggs from Alberta, 
hatched them in incuba¬ 
tors and used mute swans 
to raise the cygnets. Later, 
he bought breeding pairs 
from the United States. 

He set the swans up on 
ponds near Maple (the lo¬ 
cals, usually farmers who 
owned the ponds, would 
keep an eye on them and 
feed them) and they multi¬ 
plied over the years. 

When Lumsden retired 
in 1988, he arranged with 
the ministry to keep on 
with his work. He still 
tags, tracks and organizes 
data — which has just re¬ 
cently been put on com¬ 
puter — on the now 1,400 
trumpeter swans in the 
province. His daughter Di¬ 
ana helps him out, particu¬ 
larly with computer-relat-

ed work. 

Volunteers at Wye 
Marsh in Midland and La 
Salle Park in Burlington, 
Ont. — where 160 trumpet 
and 100 mute swans lived 
last winter — help tag and 
feed the swans. 

Lumsden travels a little 
to see swans around On¬ 
tario, but mostly sticks 
close to his home in Auro¬ 
ra, Ont., where he gar¬ 
dens, hunts a little, and 
feeds the swans on his 
own pond. “Why should 
one relax? That’s a pre¬ 
scription for an early 
grave.”

Psychological and 
emotional problems can 
be crippling and 
psychotherapist Dawn 
Binkowski makes it her 
mission to set people free. 

Binkowski, 47, is a li¬ 
censed psychotherapist 
with Downtown Psy¬ 
chotherapy in Toronto 
where she helps clients un¬ 
derstand their own psycho¬ 
logical issues so they can 
learn to empower them¬ 
selves to conquer their 
demons. 

She says the most hum¬ 
bling part of her job is the 
trust people place in her 
when opening up about 
their intensely personal is¬ 
sues. 

“I feel so privileged in 
the things people share 


with me. I’m so struck by 
the courage people have to 
share some of the most in¬ 
timate details of their lives 
with me,” Binkowski said. 

With a full roster of 
clients ranging from suc¬ 
cessful business people to 
drug addicts, Binkowski 
deals with an entire spec¬ 
trum of psychological is¬ 
sues in her practice. 

Psychological and emo¬ 
tional stress can cause a 
myriad of physical issues 
including panic attacks, 
anxiety, fear, depression, 
eating disorders as well as a 
host of health problems. 
Getting at the root of those 
issues takes time. 

“Whenever there’s an 
imbalance in our lives, that 
creates conflict within us 
and there’s not generally a 
quick fix in a majority of 
circumstances,” Binkowski 
said. 

Binkowski got her de¬ 
gree in Psychology and 
Women’s Studies at the 
University of Toronto but

spent the next 20 years as a 
court reporter. She studied 
psychotherapy with the 
Gestalt Institute in Toronto 
to pursue her dream of 
helping clients regain con¬ 
trol over their psychologi¬ 
cal health and opened her 
practice in 2005. She 
counts many lawyers 
among her clients now as 


her experience and obser¬ 
vations in the courtroom 
give her firsthand knowl¬ 
edge of the emotional 
stress they feel. 

Starting her practice was¬ 
n’t easy at first, mostly be¬ 
cause she had no mentor to 
guide her. 

“In the beginning there 
was no marker, no check¬ 


list to see if I was doing a 
good job. Over time, I’d see 
the changes in my clients 
for the better and that mo¬ 
tivated me,” she said. 

Differing from psychia¬ 
try (in which a diagnosis is 
often provided and drugs 
may be prescribed) psy¬ 
chotherapy aims not to 
prescribe a course of action 


to clients but instead edu¬ 
cate and empower them to 
self-realize the change they 
need in their own lives. It’s 
the difference between 
telling someone to do 
something versus teaching 
them to recognize what 
works for them. 

“In therapy, telling some¬ 
one, ‘You should...’ is count¬ 
er-productive. The idea in 
therapy is to empower peo¬ 
ple to make decisions for 
themselves,” she said. 

For Binkowski, the best 
part of the job is guiding 
clients to set themselves 
free. 

“I help people affect 
change in their lives. It’s 
very satisfying to see my 
clients get unstuck,” 
Binkowski said. You can 
reach Binkowski online at 
dawnbinkowski.com.

Spector gets 19 years to life 

Music producer still maintains his innocence in Clarkson death 


Still maintaining his inno¬ 
cence, music producer 
Phil Spector was 
sentenced Friday to at 
least 19 years in prison for 
the 2003 murder of a Hol¬ 
lywood actress and could 
spend the rest of his life 
behind bars. 

Spector, 69, who revolu¬ 
tionized pop music in the 
1960s with his layered 
“Wall of Sound” produc¬ 
tion technique, was con¬ 
victed in April of second- 
degree murder after a sec¬ 
ond trial. The first trial 
deadlocked in 2007. 

Lana Clarkson, 40, a B- 
movie actress, died of a 
shot to the mouth, fired 
from Spector’s gun in the 
foyer of his mock castle 
home outside Los Angeles 
on Feb. 3, 2003. The two 
met hours earlier at a Hol¬ 
lywood nightclub. 

Spector, wearing a black 
suit and looking pale and 
tense, showed no emotion 
when Los Angeles Superior 
Court Judge Larry Fidler 
sentenced him to 19 years 
to life in prison. 

He must spend 19 years 
behind bars before he is eli¬ 


gible for parole. At that 
time, Spector will be 88. 


Spector’s defense team 
immediately filed an ap¬ 
peal. His fourth wife 
Rachelle Short, 28, a mod¬ 
el/actress who Spector qui¬ 
etly married in 2006, said 
her husband was “very sad 
and very upset.” 

She told reporters that 


prosecutors at the two long 
trials had “made him into a 


monster.” But she said the 
man she knows is “the 
most kind and giving and 
generous man that I have 
ever met in my life.” 

The reclusive producer, 
who worked with The 
Ronettes, The Beatles, Cher 
and Leonard Cohen at the 


height of his fame, did not 
testify at either trial. His 
defense team said in court 
papers filed this week that 
Spector insists “he did not 
kill Lana Clarkson, and he 
is not responsible for her 
death.” 

But prosecutors claimed 
Clarkson’s shooting fit a 
pattern of gun play and vio¬ 
lence Spector had dis¬ 
played toward women for 
years, saying he had a prob¬ 
lem with rage and was “a 
bully.” 

Deputy District Attorney 
Alan Jackson said he was 
confident the guilty verdict 
would stand, telling re¬ 
porters on Friday: “I believe 
this case is as rock solid as 
any prosecution this office 
has ever undertaken.” 

Spector’s lawyers 

claimed Clarkson was de¬ 
pressed about her career 
and committed suicide by 
shooting herself in the 
mouth. 

Defense attorney Doron 
Weinberg said he was very 
worried about Spector’s 
health. He told reporters 
Spector had emergency 
surgery earlier this week to

remove precancerous 
polyps from his vocal 
chords. 

Clarkson worked as a 
hostess at the House of 
Blues in West Hollywood 
when she met the man 
who produced songs like 
the Righteous Brothers’ hit 
You’ve Lost That Lovin’ 
Feelin. Clarkson starred in 
the movies Barbarian 
Queen and Amazon 
Women on the Moon. 

Clarkson’s family has al¬ 
so filed a wrongful death 
civil suit against Spector, 
which has yet to be heard.

4 tsp (20 ml) chopped 
fresh mint 

METHOD: 

1 . Put beef and onion in 


large pot over medium 
heat and saute until 
brown, stirring to break 
up meat, 5 minutes. Add 
potatoes, garlic, ginger 
and spices; saute 2 
minutes longer.
